You probably have heard of the surr project sponsored by this carittee, the 
Clinton Hill Neighborhood Council, and Students for a Deaocratic Society. 


The project was foried to organize people to fight for jobs, better housing, and 
improved schools. It has pushed conplaints over slui conditions and supported rent 
strikers against absentee landlords. In a few days, the project will release its 
research report on Reducing Unenploynent in Newerk. ‘atch the newspapers. 


The project was a cooperative working arrangenent anong the various groups = = 
but the student group has broken away on its ovm. ‘ihy? 


1. The students have no real prograi. They are leading people into a blind 
. A few temporary victories have been won of the kind we have always been able to 
win, but nothing substantial or lasting. 


2. The students decided on their om to work in a project area of mainly one 
racial group. The coœnittee had wanted an area in Clinton Hill that would be nixed, 
to include colored and white, ha.eovners and tenants, hones and apartients, so that 
the whole neighborhood could benefit. The students would not agree. 


3. The camitiee wanted the paid project staff eee to include white and 


colored people, including people right fron Clinton Hill. students insisted that 
all of then nust be hired first, and then, if any neighborhood people vere "ready" 
ry to join the paid staff, they could be put on afterward. 


4. The students have been signing up .ieibers of the Clinton Hill Neighborhood 
Council on various blocks. So far, they have turned in very few of the cards and the 
‘31.00 that people paid then. “hy are they holding the ae 7 


So the students have walked out of the canittee. But the project will go on. 


New staff including neighborhood pe will be hired. (If you are interested, 
contact the cauittee at once: 371-7856, 6880.) The office at 716 Bergen Street 
will stay open. A progran for jobs, housing, and education will be pushed. -iore 
block-branches will be organized and local leaders encouraged. 


All people and groups interested are invited to pitch in. If you vant to join 
the project carittee, let us mow. Take it up with your group. 


The Clinton Hill Neighborhood Council, which has been part of the project since 
it began, will discuss the suuer's activity this Thursday, September 3 at 8 pei. in 
Trinity uethodist Church (Clinton and Treacy Avenues). 


Ve comittee aenbers (there are 22 altogether) urge you to use your om judgzent 
and get the facts in deciding on this inportant natter,
